8PM was the time set 
for the execution.

for the Rosenberg’s, ®

Py Loved One, a song by Edith Siegel, for the Hosenbergs* 

The meeting ended at 5t30 PM and the crowd departed for the trains 
at Union Station; the trains would leave a 6:30 PM*

Civil Rlrhte Congreee Actlvitlee 

A special ’•morninc meeting"# called by the Civil Risbts 
Congress# was held on, June 3rd# 1953# et Adelphl Hall In New Tork Clty« 

Xhe aim of this meeting was **to nap out activities in regard to 
Den Davie’ participation in the Pittsburgh trial of Steve Nelson and his 
co-deffenders^ 

The chainaaa of the meeting was a leader of the Brooklyn Civil 
Rights Congress. ( I could’nt Isam his name but T believe his name Is 
Bernstein. He is a heavy-built nan; about 30 years old; stocky; dark 
brown hair# round face> U7 people came to this meeting. 

The chairman opened tho meeting with a statement that this is 
a morning meeting; that NilUam Patterson will report on the Pittsburgh 
trial. After Patterson’s report a program of action will be adopted after 
a vfloor dlecussion on Patterson’s report." 

ViUliem Patt€5rson, National Executive Seespetary of the Civil 
nights Congress, reported. He said that "the year conviction of 
Steve Nelson and present trial of Steve# Pen Corrathera and tho other 
vlcttipa of Oo'«m!?»ent persecution under the S*^ith Act smst be fought by 
every decent American, in this trial as in all of the Act trials 

there is involved the rues tl on of the freedom of the American people# 

The Smith Act trials ere a crime of Ocvemment designed to silence 
oprosltlon to its policies of war and fascism. The change in the 
Washington administration made no difference in this crlne of Qovemoent 
against the American people." 

He said that this meetln;^ must work out a program of action 
"in connection with the apnearance of Bon Davis at the Pittsburgh Sndth 
Act trial. Den’s a^'pearance in the court will mark a high point not only 
in the outstanding contribution he will make to the courtroom defense# 
but will also be a great stimulus to the mass developments in the fight 
against all thought control trials and imprisomients." 

He said that "we must line up the rittsburgh trial and the 
ai'pearance of ?en Davie with the fight to save the lives of Gtbel and 
Julius i^osen 'Crg and the fight for amnesty for the political prisoner 
and the political refugees."

The chairman of the meeting is unknown at present. His 
given name begins with the letter ”3” — he was formerly a member 
of the Brownsville LYL club. Perhaps he is on State now. 




. He has brown hair, 5’9", 160 lbs., wears glasses— 
has a round face. That evening he wore a tan pair of slacks, a 
blue jacket, tan shirt, Blue tie — on the platform he sat ertreme 
left. 


The meeting was opened by ”3"— 

Hope Faye sang My Loved One — I'm Gonna let down my 
burden (Negro Spiritual)— (She opened with the Star Spangle Banner) 
Edith Seig6l accompanied her on the piano for MY LOVED ONE, with 
Edith wrote for the Bosenbergs. 


The first speaker of the evening was Joe Bucholt — he 
told the comrades why this meeting was called-- the Rosenberg s. 

He said the Rosenberg s were murdered by Wall Street, The 
Rosenbergs were en excuse — a scapegoat for the Korean war. 

The next sneaker was W. (Rill) Weinstone of the 
Communist Party of the United States. V/elnstone is one of the "13** 
who were found guilty in the recent Foley Square trial. 

Weinstone is a very loud speaker. He talks aulte 
long — is repetitious. Here are the highlights of what he said-- 
the sneary crust removed: 

He was here in the n^me of the Communist Party. He 
was here to pay tribute to the Rosenbergs, who we^e murdered by 
V7all Street, The Rosenbergs — son and daughter of the proletariat. 
Son of an ACWA garment worker. . .Ethel — from a hardworking family. 

^nd why did they die — because labor was not in on the 
stinigp^le to save them. Labor was fighting. And without labor 
victory is impossible. 

And our friends v;ere not in on the stmgple...we only 
visit them when we have to send of telegrams — collect money — need 
signatures for petitions. We must be in contact -with them at ALL 
TIMES, comrades. NOT only in emergency conditions, 

Weinstone said that the comrades also lacked a solid 
industrial base — th^t is why labor was not stn^paling to save the 
Rosenbergs. And the LYL’s mass organiEstion base is weak--and not 
enough people were in on the struggle* 

He said over ani ovop again that the ^^nited States 
government is weak, ruthless, murderous, and that their mouths were 
filled with gold. The murder of the Rosenbergs showed how weak 
they were — how degenerate! 

V/einstone stated that the Communist Party can only elve 
the masses leadership — correct leadership.
